Preface  to  the  Second  Edition 

The  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind  issues  the  second  edition  of 
the  Directory  because  of  the  continued  demand  for  the  book  and  the  fact 
that  much  information  contained  in  the  1926  issue  is  now  out  of  date. 

The  aim  of  the  Directory  is  to  provide  for  the  use  of  workers  who 
touch  the  blind  at  any  of  the  many  angles  of  human  interest,  a  symposium 
of  activities  offered  by  the  different  communities  for  the  welfare  of  blind 
persons  of  all  ages,  needs,  nationalities  and  circumstances. 

During  the  time  required  to  assemble  and  compile  this  information 
changes  were  bound  to  occur  in  statistics  and  personnel.  Some  1,500  letters 
were  sent  out,  and  every  endeavor  was  made  to  cover  the  subject  compre- 
hensively. Whereas  much  data  has  been  received,  there  yet  remains  unavail- 
able material  which  it  is  hoped  the  workers  will  note  and  supply  for  future 
supplements.  Only  material  contributed  in  response  to  questionnaires  could 
be  incorporated  in  the  Directory. 

In  order  to  keep  the  Directory  simple  and  uniform,  the  subject  matter 
in  each  instance  has  been  tabulated  under  the  same  general  headings  so  far 
as  the  variety  of  subjects  permits.  The  names  and  addresses  of  organiza- 
tions will  indicate  where  additional  or  specific  information  may  be  obtained, 
the  purpose  of  the  Directory  being  merely  to  tabulate  general  functions. 

The  Foundation  is  indebted  to  workers  all  over  the  United  States 
and  Canada  for  the  assistance  they  rendered  in  compiling  the  Directory.

A  soldier,  sailor,  marine  or  nurse  who  served  70  days  or  more 
during  the  War  with  Spain,  the  Philippine  insurrection,  or  the 
China  relief  expedition,  and  was  honorably  discharged,  may  be 
paid  $50  per  month  if  blind  or  so  nearly  blind  as  to  need  or 
require  the  regular  aid  and  attendance  of  another  person  regard- 
less of  cause  of  blindness. 

Any  person  who  served  30  days  or  more  in  any  military  or- 
ganization in  any  Indian  war  or  campaign,  or  in  connection  with, 
or  in  the  zone  of  any  active  Indian  hostilities  between  181 7  and 
1898,  inclusive,  may  be  paid  $50  per  month  for  total  disability 
resulting  from  impairment  of  vision  not  the  result  of  vicious 
habits.

1.  By  INTERBORO  SUBWAY:  LEXINGTON  AVENUE  (East  Side): 
Take  Bronx  Express  to  East  180th  St.  and  Morris  Park  Ave.,  transfer  to  White 
Plains  Road  Extension  and  get  off  at  Bronx  and  Pelham  Parkway.  Walk  east 
about  six  blocks  to  entrance  on  Pelham  Parkway. 

2.  By  INTERBORO  SUBWAY:  SEVENTH  AVENUE— BROADWAY 
(West  Side)  :  Take  Bronx  Park  Express  to  Mott  Avenue,  transfer  on  same  plat- 
form to  Lexington  Avenue  Express  to  East  180th  Street,  there  transfer  to  White 
Plains  Road  extension  and  get  off  at  Bronx  and  Pelham  Parkway.  Walk  east 
about  six  blocks  to  entrance. 

3.  By  N.  Y.,  WESTCHESTER  AND  BOSTON  R.  R. :  From  Harlem 
Station  at  133rd  Street,  or  from  either  Lexington  Avenue  or  West  Side  Subway 
(as  above)  at  East  180th  Street  and  Morris  Park  Avenue,  take  train  to  Pelham 
Parkway  Station.  Trains  every  20  minutes  or  oftener.  Walk  west  about  two 
blocks  to  entrance. 

4.  By  MOTOR :  Through  Central  Park  to  Grand  Concourse,  north  to 
Fordham  Road,  east  on  Fordham  Road  and  Bronx  and  Pelham  Parkway  to  the 
site,  which  is  one-half  mile  from  the  Bronx  and  Pelham  Parkway  Subway 
Station  where  White  Plains  Road  crosses  the  Parkway. 
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
